The buildings are about four meters apart 
and are sewround» by barbedewireentenrlements; the depot is guarded by 
two platvons of rivy men from the main navy garrison in Varna. 


Sea méaes, dept’ charges, and torpedses are stored at this depot. This depot 
was -Ciginell-; cuilt and used by the Germans during the last war for storage 
of submarine rines, torpedocs, and depth charges.
